nil needed supplies for Eald institution* 
shall bo primarily dnvote'd to the stnlo 
and tho public buildings nnd institu- 
tions thereof. So that the working of 
tho convicts in tho erection of exten- 
sions is strictly in pursuance of tho law 
and of a sound public policy. 


"If thisclass of work should bo with- 


drawn from convicts, there aeenis no 
nltornativo but that they would be left 
in absclnto idleness. The present sys- 
tem was adopted in obedience to tbo 
desire of the Inbor organi/ntions of the 
itnte nnd had (heir indorsement. I do 
not suppose that tho labor orgnniraf ions 
of the stale desiro to rotnrn to the for- 
mer system, ynt if the convicl.i nro not 
allowed to do tho work provided for 
them by Ihn new constitution thn nlti-

Situatt^ in the Tory ceuler of !Fall 


Hirer's wharf line and flnah with the 
•vaters of ^[ount Hope bay IB the mam- 
uioth plant of the American Printing 
coiMuuuy. the largest establiabmeat of 
tlw kind ixi America aud the individual 
property of Matthew Chandler Durfea 
Burden, tho millionaire resident of New 
York. 


Hundreds of ginnll boys work for Mr. 


Harden, and many of them toil ten 
hours a day without a thread of. cloth- 
ing on their Ix-dies. Jso ouo except em- 
ployees nro allowed to enter tho worka, 
and therefore when it was stated before 
a woman's club in New York 
that 


naked linbies wero at work in the Fall 
Iliver mills mnch interest was aroused. 


A Journal man has investigated tha 


matter and found thnt the statement 
wus practically trno. That is. naked 
people work in tho American works, 
but they aro not exactly babies. Thoj 
are childron, sometimes not more than 
U years aid. 


They work in the big tanks called 


"linio kcer',' in the bleach hotise, pack- 
ing tho cloth into the vats. 


This limo keer holds 7iiO pieces of 


cloth, and it required 1 hour and 20 
minutes io /ill it. During that time the 
hid must work insldo. vt-hilo his body is 
hoing snaked with wlmtover there is of 
chemicals which enter into tho proceda 
of bleaching, of which liino id a promi- 
nent factor. 


The naked bodies of tho children who 


do this work day after day aro nover 
dry, 
HTid tho snme chemicals. which 


efi'ect the blenching process of the gray 
clcith naturally Wenches tho akiu of tho 
operator, and after coming ont of tho 
vnls Ihe boys show the effects in tho 
whiteness of their skins, which rivals 
the cotton clotli.—Fall River Dispatch 
iu New York Journal. 


TUtt Troublesome Qncuflon. 


President Ijispenard Stewart of the 


state prison commission of New York, 
in a communication to Governor Roose- 
velt replying to a protest mado by cer- 
tain lalior unions to tho employment of 
convicts in tho erection of additions to 
state pennl institntions says: 


"Tho constitutional amendmelTt reg- 


nlatiug convict labor expressly provides 
that tho labor of tho convicts in such 
prisons nnd reformatories, after the 
necessary labor for and manufacture of 
all needed supplies for eaid institution!!, 
shall bo primarily devoted to the filnta 
and tho pnblic buildings and institu- 
tions thereof. So that the working of 
the convicts in tho erection of exten- 
sions is strictly in pursuance of the. law 
and of a sound public policy. 


"If this class of worlcahould be with- 


drawn from convicts, there seema no 
alternative but that thoy wonld be left 
in absolute idleness. The present sys- 
tem was adopted in -obedience to tho 
desire of the labor organizations of tho 
^talo and had their indorsement. I do 
not snpp05o that tho labor organizations 
of the state desire \r- return to the for- 
mer system, yet if -tne convicts aro not 
allowed to do Iho work provided for 
them by the new conalitntion the ulti- 
mate venult must ho either a return to 
the former FVKtem of absolute and en- 
forced idleness, which wonld be cruel 
and barbnrnua fo tho convicts and un- 
fair to the taxpayers."
